WHEREAS, Gippy Graham would go on to serve as the Administrative Assistant to 13 

the Commissioner of the Kentucky Department of Highways for two years, and then for 14 

sixteen years as the Director of Community Education and Office Head of Adult and 15 

Community Education for the Kentucky Department of Education; and  16 

WHEREAS, Gippy Graham honorably served the Kentucky General Assembly as 17 

the Representative of the 57th District for eight years, and then went on to serve a four-18 

year term as the Mayor of Frankfort; and  19 

WHEREAS, Gippy Graham is the cherished father of Marshall Ray, Randy Gibson, 20 

and Lynne, the beloved grandfather of four, and the adoring life partner of Karen 21 

Schmalzbauer; and  22 

WHEREAS, this honorable body grants their former colleague in the General 23 

Assembly, Harry "Gippy" Gibson Graham, best wishes for a happy 90th birthday, and 24 

duly thanks him for his years of service to this Commonwealth; 25
